FAVORABLE TO THE BOND ISSUE. 


The Bond Proposition is Now Prac­ 
tically Without Opposition. 
It is conceded on all sides that the 
vote for the bonds on the railroad 
proposition will carry in nearly every 
precinct in the county at the election 
next Tuesday. The opposition in the 
country which was at first thought to 
be of sufficient strength to cause 
alarm by the projectors has been near­ 
ly overcome and many who were loud 
in their protestations are now advo­ 
cating the cause and working hard in 
favor of the proposition, so much so 
that there is no doubt but that every 
precinct with one or two exceptions 
will vote almost unanimously in its 
favor. 
On Saturday last J. N. True issued 
bills which were posted throughout 
the city and county in which he 
stated that himself and others would 
speak in opposition to the bond issue 
and naming a date for each precinct 
in the country. He also attended the 
mass meeting on Saturday afternoon 
and by request took the platform af­ 
ter the other speakers had finished 
and addressed those who remained to 
hear him for half an hour. 
His ti­ 
rade, however, did not seem to have 
the effect he had expected. He ob­ 
jected to many pointe in the contract 
aud endeavored to impress on his 
hearers that the company was irre­ 
sp o n se and would not do what they 
claimed. Coming from the source it 
did, the statements had very little 
effect, 
but the committee, 
after 
the meeting was over, decided that it 
would be policy for the people of 
Crow Wing county to know what 
kind of a man this was who proposed 
to question the responsibility of par­ 
ties known to be men of integrity and 
financial standing in the commercial 
world. Th# Journal accordingly is­ 
sued an extra on Sunday in which his 
Dakota record was aired, the court 
records of Hutchinson county being 
taken for the article. 
The papers 
were freely circulated and Mr. True 
was followed at his meetings by 
speakers in favor of the proposition 
who fnlly explained everything in 
connection with the deal, and his fol­ 
lowing was found to be sinai] 
At 
Crow Wing and Fairbanks the meet­ 
ings were of the red hot order and 
when Ft. Ripley was reached Messrs. 
Stivers and McClenahan were re­ 
quested by Mr. True to “let up” and 
he would quietly fold his tent and 
steal away. In ether words he found 
that he* had undertaken a larger con­ 
tract than he could fulfill and as he 
saw that sentiment was growing daily 
in favor instead of against the issue 
of the bonds, he was willing if the 
further publishing of his record was 
stopped to cancel all his dates aid 
not deliver another speech. 
This 
was before the Ft. Ripley meeting 
took place and the enthusiastic audi 
ence of nearly a hundred were some­ 
what disappointed at the change in 
the programme. Mooersville, which 
was considered doubtful was found to 
be largely in favor of the scheme and 
will vote that way on election day. 
Mr. True has returned to Brainerd 
as per agreement, but Messrs. Flem­ 
ing, 
McClenahan, Stivers, Parker, 
Spalding and others are attending 
the meetings called in each precinct 
and explaining to the people the 
benefits to be derived from the loca 
tion here of the Northern Mill Co. 
and the building of the railroad. 
The gentlemen connected with the 
enterprise have been here this week 
making preliminary arrangements te 
begin work as soon as the election is 
over as there is no doubt but that the 
people will vote right on Tuesday 
next.

A horse will travel 400 yards in 
four and onehalf minutes at a w alk, 
400 yards in two minutes at a trot, 
400 yards in one minute at a gallop.

A 
horse will carry 250 pounds twenty- 
five miles x>er day of eight hours.

How to S elect a Cow — Feed 
for 
Cows Before 
Calvin*—W hat 
We Should Do— Farm ing by 
E le ctricity --Farming 
W ithout Pigs. 


How to S elect a Good Cow. 
Tile following we find in an exchange: 
The head of an extremely good cow 
should be small, as the best milkers 
are fine boned. 
It should also be long 
and “cut up” under the neck, with a 
dishing face. The neck should lie t hin 
and comparatively long. The hips 
should be high. The hind legs ot the 
cow th at is best for dairy purposes, 
should be somewhat crooked, and it 
was here that breeders in 
making 
selections, 
often make mistakes by 
preferring cattle with 
a leg 
quite 
straight up and down behind. There 
should be a slight “sag” to the belly, 
but the animal should be on the whole 
a little wedge-shaped from back to 
front, the hip being higher than the 
shoulder, ami the line from belly to 
brisket inclining upward. 
The tails 
of 
dairy 
cattle 
are 
generally 
of 
pretty 
good 
length, 
with 
a considerable taper. It is important 
in selecting for breeding that all these 
X>oints should be known, it being im­ 
possible to make the best purchases 
by symmetry alone. 
There are four 
X>oints that should be especially stud­ 
ied, and which serve as infallible indi­ 
cations of milkinpqualities. First, the 
milk veins, so-called, passing from tne 
forward side of the udder along the 
under side of the animal toward the 
front. They are either small or large, 
straight or crooked. Consider the 
size of these veins, for the size is one 
of the infallible tests of a good milker. 
Be careful to se* whether the vein is 
double 
or not, for it sometimes 
branches out, and if double, the two 
sSiotild be added together, 
because 
they may be equal to one large vein. 
The veins sometimes form an angle on 
the front side of the udder. This sel­ 
dom occurs, except on a very good 
cow. On calves and fleshy cattle it is 
difficult to find the veins, therefore the 
test can only be applied to cows in 
milking condition. A net work of 
vein* on the perineum is a good test 
and indicates milk. The chine, reach­ 
ing from the shoulder half way to t lie 
hip 
should 
be 
examined. 
If 
it 
be double, the cow is above the aver­ 
age, sometimes with a bingle chine is a 
depression into which two fingers can 
be laid, if the animal is not too fat. 
This is good, It indicates a lax phys­ 
ical condition of the animal, and t His 
is favorable for either milk or beef.— 
Tournal of Agriculture. 


What We Should Do. 
Give the hens liberty so that eggs 
wit! be strong and fertile. 
Give the sitters proper care and a t­ 
tention. 
Rut sul[>hur in the nests to destroy 
vermin. 
Trap off the rats now or they will 
catch the young chicks later. 
Feed the to-be sitters corn; get them 
fAt for the job—it’s a hard one. 
Set eggs from some of the Mediter­ 
ranean or Hamburg class. 
You want 
hens that can work off com, 
as all 
farmers feed more corn than anything 
else, and those classes do not get too 
fat to lay when fed corn. There are 
exceptions. 
I 
Get all your flock of one kind; you 
wit! then take mere interest in the hen 
business. 
Go in for eggs. You do not get much 
out of fowls sold to the market unless 
you have a regular trade, and there is 
not one farmer in twenty that has it. j 
You will kill and eat all your surplus 
cockerels. 
Why don’t you build a warm and 
dry house for, say thirty or forty ! 
bens, then next fall and winter take 
care of them and feed for eggs? Be j 
careful not to get too many fowls for j 
your room; give each fowl eight or I 
ten feet square of the space, and if 
convenient let (them have an extra 
room with six or ten inches of hay 
and oat chaff to work in. 
Do not be afraid to spare the chicks 
a quart or two of milk, as there is 
nothing better for them from two 
days to five years of age, if you keep 
them that long~but probably not. 
Some shipper will come along in Au­ 
gust and give you six to eight cents 
I'er pound for cockerels and hens, and 
away they go. 
I have seen chicks on farms that 
actuallydid not grow to three-quarters 
the size they ought to have been by 
November I. Now I wish to know 
what a farmer wants of fowls unless 
he can take care 
of them? Then 
again, “too many fowls for the room. 
You can get more out of ten in a hen­ 
house 10x10 than you can out of 20 
in the same space, with less care and 
I rouble. 
I t ’s easy to give advice but 
hard to make 
folks take lit.—A 
Farm er’s Son, in 
Country Gentle­ 
man. 
____ 
Feed tor Cows Before. Calvin*. 
If a cow is bred to farrow her calf in 
the spring the care she receives during 
the winter has much to do with her 
usefulness the ensuing season. 
Most 
cows suffer from being fed too dry, innu- 
tritious food. 
Straw and hay are 
constipating, and this keeps the sys­ 
tem feverish and unhealthy. 
Corn­ 
stalks are more laxative, and there­ 
fore better, but they must 
bo free 
from smut and aught to be free from 
mildew. An exchange says that the 
cow that isto dropa calf in the spring 
should not be gram-fed, as it is too 
fattening. 
She 
should have either 
wheat bran or fine middlings, accord­ 
ing as she is laxnW e or the reverse. 
The wheat 
b ra# goes 
best 
with 
hay and straw. The middlings with 
a comstock ration. These will fur­ 
nish plenty of material for the frame­ 
work of tile foetus. A week or ten davs 
before tha calf is dropped, give the 
cow two or three ears daily, of soft 
corn. Old farmers who have tried 
this say that it is excellent to insure 
easy parturition and freedom from 
caked bag and milk fever afterwards. 
It relieves constipation caused by dry 
feeding all winter, but the plan is ejtsily 
tried and can do no harm ii it does no 
good. 
If the cow is a deep milker, do 
not let lier get fat before calving. That 
8 the cause of enormous losses, and 
always of the best animals. After 
danger of parturition is past, a gener­ 
ous feed will soon bring the cow up to 
the greatest milk production of which 
she is capable. 


How to D estroy Ants. 
Those who are annoyed with ants 
about their hives and honey, should 
remember that they might be gotten 
rid of by the free use of salt. 
In the 
spring of the year, especially, ants 
will often be found in immense num­ 
bers above the brood-cbambers of the 
hives, between and over the honey 
sections. We are not conscious of 
ever having seen a colony of bees that 
we thought were harmed by the ants, 
but certainly no one wants them 
about when it can be 
prevented. 
If the bees are of any strength, they 
will keep them away from the honey; 
it is the heat coming from the colony 
of bees that the ants are after, as this 
is a great help in hatching out their 
eggs. Although we have never known 
the idea to be advanced, we are in­ 
clined to the belief that the main 
reason why ants dislike salt, is because 
it is a preservative, and would pre­ 
vent the hatching 
of their qggs. 
Whether this theory ie c o rre l or not. 


it. is ft fact that salt plentifully usedirt 
a hive where they have taken up their 
residence, will cause them to disap­ 
pear. Crates of honey may be piled 
on the floor in a convenient place, and 
be in no danger from these pests, if 
salt i9 first sprinkled on the floor.— 
Indiana Farmer. 


AN EXPER IEN C E^ IN OPTICS,' 


Farm ing by E lectricity. 
Some of our rising youngjournali*ts 
are finding food for amusement in a 
bill recently introduced by Senator 
Peffer, of Kansas, providing for the 
establishment of 
an 
exx>erimental 
station for the purpose of determining 
if electricity can be x>rofitably used 
and applied as a motive power the 
propulsion of farm machinery. 
Now 
we would like to place ourselves on 
record with the opinion, that if con­ 
gress would make as liberal an appro­ 
priation for tiiis purpose as it did for 
certain idiotic experiments in “rain­ 
making” not long ago, which served 
to make that august body the laugh­ 
ing stock of the civilized world, and 
the business could be put in charge of 
some such intelligent and technically- 
trained electrical engineers as those, 
for example, who have within a few 
years revolutionized our methods of 
municipal transportation, the ulti­ 
mate result would not be one whit less 
valuable to the peox>le of the United 
States, than that of the historic ap­ 
propriation of $30,000 with which 
Morse’s experimental telegraph line 
was built from Washington to Balti­ 
more half a century ago. 


Use the Wind. 
There is much force in the wind, at 
many of us know almost too well. 
A 
wind that blows no man any good is 
a rare one, but a wind that can be 
harnessed and made to do much good 
is more uncommon. There are many 
things on the farm that need a steady 
expenditure of force, such as tilling of 
land and harvesting of crops, and the 
winds may not be able to do this kind 
of work. 
But there 
are, likewise, 
many olfices that the winds can do, 
and their good effects may be stored 
up against a day of calm, ’rho most 
familiar is the pumping of water, and 
windmills are almost 
synonymous 
with pumping. 
May not the windmill 
as well raise a huge weight, and tliuar 
store up power that may be liberated 
when needed? 
The corn sheller, fan 
ning-mill, 
buzzsaw, grainmiU, 
and 
many other implements requiring a 
steady power could thus be run at 
slight expense. Think of these things, 
anti attempt to catch the breeze that 
now blows where it listeth, and make 
it a useful servant. Tile brain of man 
can do even more than it has thus 
far for the advancement of the farm 
ere.—American Agriculturist. 


A Soiling Experim ent, 
An Iowa bulletin in course of pre­ 
paration, the director says, contains 
the account of a soiling experiment. 
Hie follow ing are some of the facts to 
be made known: The average cow will 
eat about 75 pounds of green feed a 
day, kept in the stable, with grain 
ration added. That cows fed on oats 
aud peas, clover and corn, fed green in 
the stable, iii mid-summer, will give 
more milk than when feeding on 
a 
good blue 
grass pasture. 
T h at a 
cow fed on green feed fn a stable dark­ 
ened and 
ventilated, 
will gain 
in 
weight more than she will in a well 
shaded pasture. That the cow re­ 
sponds as promptly to a well-bal­ 
anced ration of grain 
while eating 
green feed as she does on dry feed. An 
acre of peas cut green weighed 13.5 
tons. An acre of pe.ns and oats cut 
green weighed 24 tons. An acre of 
corn cut green weighed 33.6 tons. The 
second cut of clover in a drought was 
3.1 tons. 
It is not necessary to cut 
green feed oftener than twice a week, 
if it is spread to avoid heating. 


Farming Without Pigs. 
A somewhat eccentric farmer which 
we once knew took the thoroughly 
Jewish view of the bog as an unclean 
animal and would neither eat its flesh 
nor have one about his place. Most 
of what usually went to the pig [>*n 
was given to the poultry. 
He claimed 
that bis hens laid more eggs than they 
would if obliged to travel and feed 
over land contaminated by the hog. 
Our experience has always been that 
a few pigs—at least, enough to eat the 
skim milk from the dairy and be fat­ 
tened mainly on email apples and po­ 
tatoes—could be kept with scarcely 
any cost. 
Such pork is sweet and not 
unhealthful. 
It is the keeping of large 
droves of hogs together, feeding them 
on ground that has been poisoned by 
their excrement that gives rise to dis­ 
eased pork and creates the dislike 
against pork as a food. No other 
animal fumislies so much or so good 
meat for the food it eats as the pig.— 
American Cultivator.

The man went to the barn and 
hitched up the team and as he came 
by the ho use fro m the barn he saw the 
lady thro ugh the do o r and no ticed 
she had disro bed and was in her 
night-clo thes, she calling to him to 
hurry and if the train had no t go ne to 
bring Mr. Fro st back also . 
The man 
was frightened and dro ve like the 
wind go ing direct to Mr. Kelehan's 
residence and delivering the message. 
Mr» . Kelehan immediately started and 
being alarmed she left a call fo r Dr. 
Camp to co me immediately to the 
ho mo o f Mrs. Fro st. 
Befo re they 
reached the place they co uld hear 
mo ans, and o n arriving they fo und 
the lady in the ago nies o f death fro m a 
do se o f carbo lic acid which she had 
taken, but beyo nd all human aid. 
Befo re retiring to her death-bed Mrs. 
Fro st po o red the deadly drug o ut in a 
table spo o n, taking the bo ttle and after 
carefully co vering it with a napkin 
threw it in the clo set, and laying her 
clo thing in a co nvenient placo she 
to o k her po sitio n in the bed, and with 
her husband’s picture in her arms she 
administered the deadly drug which 
immediately to o k effect. 
She was 
unco nscio us when her friends arrived 
but did no t die until abo ut 12 o ’clo ck. 
No wo rd o r no te o f any descriptio n 
was left to indicate why the rash deed 
was co mmitted. Mr. Fro st was reach­ 
ed by telegraph and returned o n 
Wednesday night. 
Mr. P. Po tvin, o f 
Minneapo lis, Mrs. Fro st’s father, ar­ 
rived in the city Wednesday evening 
to attend the funeral which takes 
place this afterno o n at 2 o 'cleck fro m 
tho Baptist church. 
The deceased had a large circle o f 
friends who were grieved to learn o f 
the terrible circumstance and in fact 
the entire co mmunity was sho cked 
o ver the sad and unfo rtunate affair.

Suicide of Mrs. J. J. Frost. 
The community was shocked on 
Wednesday morning to learn that 
Mrs. J. J. Frost had taken her own 
life the night previous. Mr. and Mr*. 
Frost lived on their farm at Gilbert 
Lake, a mile from the city, and were 
very comfortably situated, their home 
being an elegant new bnek residence 
which had only been completed last 
season, aud to all outward appearances 
their life was a happy oat. Mr. Frost 
had business interests rn Fargo and 
on that fatal night ho left home im­ 
mediately after supper to take the 
8:25 train for that city to be absent 
for some days. 
He had scarcely left 
the house before his wife called the 
hind man and directed him to go 
over town and have Mra. Kelehan 
come immediately as she was feeling 
ill. The man went to the barn and 
hitched up the team and as be came 
by the house from the barn he saw the 
lady through the door and noticed 
she had disrobed and was in her 
night-clothes, she calling to him to 
hurry and if the train had not gone to 
bring Mr. Frost back also. The man 
was frightened and drove like the 
wind going direct to Mr. Kelehan’s 
residence and delivering tho message. 
Mrs. Kelehan immediately started and 
being alarmed she left a call for Dr. 
Camp to come immediately to the 
home of Mrs. Frost. 
Before they 
reached tho place they could hear 
moans, and on arriving they found 
the lady in the agonies of death from a 
dose of carbolic acid which she had 
taken, but beyond all human aid. 
Before retiring to her death-bed Mrs. 
Frost poured the deadly drug out in a 
table spoon, taking the bottle aid after 
carefully covering it with a napkin 
threw it in the closet, and laying her 
clothing in a convenient place she 
took her position in the bed, and with 
her husband’s picture in her arms she 
administered the deadly drug which 
immediately took effect. 
She was 
unconscious when her friends arrived 
but did not die until about 12 o’clock. 
No word or note of any description 
was left to indicate why the rash deed 
was committed. Mr. Frost was reach­ 
ed by telegraph and returned on 
Wednesday night. Mr. P. Potvin, of 
Minneapolis, Mrs. Frost’s father, ar­ 
rived in the city Wednesday evening 
to attend the funeral which takes 
place this afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
tho Baptist church. 
The deceased had a large circle of 
friends who were grieved to learn of 
the terrible circumstance and in fact 
the entire community was shocked 
over the sad and unfortunate affair. 


Death of Mrs. Speers. 
Mrs. Melinda Speers, wife of Rev. 
Archibald Speers, Sunday School 
Missionary, of this city, died sudden­ 
ly at West Superior on Tuesday, May 
24th, 1892. The news of her death 
caused a pang of sorrow in the hearts 
cf many friends in this city where she 
was highly esteemed by all who knew 
hor. The remains were brought to 
Brainerd for interment, the funeral 
taking place yesterday afternoon from 
the Methodist church.

Music by the Band while the 
column is forming preparatory to 
march to place of forming, on Sixth 
street, where column will disband. 
The column will form for marching 
on Sixth street at 2 o’clock sharp, in 
the following order: 
Marshal and Aids. 
Platoon of Police. 
City Mayor and Council in Carriages. 
Post Relief Corps in Carriages. 
Third Regiment Band. 
Post Firing Party. 
Pap Thomas Post.

Opposition to Maj. Ko flee. 
It was learned at the interior de­ 
partment to-day that W. L. Bassett, 
whe is here seeking the release of 
about 20,000,000 feet of logs on the 
Chippewa Indian reservation, 
has 
taken action to put in some work 
against Charles Ruffee for Indian 
agent at White Earth. It seems that 
Bassett’s father was one of the agents 
up in that country some years ago 
when Ruffee was also an agent, and 
young Bassett has told somebody in 
the department that Roffee would 
not be just tho kind of man to ap 
point.—Washington Telegram. 
Tho opposition comes from the fact 
that Bassett is now in controversy 
with the government over timber tres­ 
pass. It seem* that the Bassetta se­ 
cured a privilege and made contracts 
for cutting dead-and-down lumber in 
the Leach Lake reservation, and dur­ 
ing the winter got together several 
million fee, and the report has been 
circulated in Washington that the 
young men had cat a great deal of 
live timber also, and it is to explain 
the case that they are in Washington 
now. Maj. J. B. Bassett said that all 
the lumber was cut under the direc­ 
tion 
of the government’s special 
agents, and in accordance with the 
contracts, but Mr. Ruffee thinks that 
these men oppose him from the fact 
that they are afraid his administration 
of affairs would not be favorable to 
them.

FAVORABLE TO THE BOND ISSUE. 


The Bund Proposition is Now Prac­ 
tically Without Opposition. 
It is conceded on all sides that the 
vots for the bonds on the railroad 
proposition will carry in nearly every 
precinct in the county at the election 
next Tuesday. The opposition in the 
country which was at first thought to 
be of sufficient strength to cause 
alarm by the projectors has been near­ 
ly overcome and many who were loud 
in their protestations are now advo­ 
cating the causo and working hard in 
favor of the proposition, so much so 
thr.t there is no doubt but that every 
precinct with one or two exceptions 
will vote almost unanimously in its 
favor. 
On Saturday last J. N. True issued 
bills which were posted throughout 
the city and county in which he 
stated that himself and others would 
speak in opposition to the bond issue 
and naming a date for each precinct 
in the country. He also attended the 
mass meeting on Saturday afternoon 
and by request took the platform af­ 
ter the other speakers had finished 
and addressed those who remained to 
hear him for half an hour. 
His ti­ 
rade, however, did not seem to have 
the effect he had expected. 
He ob­ 
jected to many points in the contract 
and endeavored to impress on his 
hearers that the company was irre- 
sponible and would not do what they 
claimed. Coming from the source it 
did, the statements had very little 
effect, 
but the committee, 
after 
the meeting was over, decided that it 
would be policy for the people of 
Crow WTmg county to know what 
kind of a man this was who proposed 
to question the responsibility of par­ 
ties known to be men of integrity and 
financial standing in the commercial 
world. The Journal accordingly is­ 
sued an extra on Sunday in which bis 
Dakota record was aired, the court 
reoords of Hutchinson county being 
taken for the article. 
The papers 
were freely circulated and Mr. True 
was followed at his meetings by 
speakers in favor of the proposition 
who fully explained everything in 
connection with the deal, and his fol­ 
lowing was found to be small 
Vt 
Crow Wing and Fairbanks the raeet- 
ings were of the red hot order and 
when Ft. Ripley was reached Messrs. 
Stivers and McClenahan were re­ 
quested by Mr. True to “let up” and 
he would quietly fold his tent and 
steal away. In ether words he found 
that he had undertaken a larger con­ 
tract than he could fulfill and as he 
saw that sentiment was growing daily 
in favor instead of against the issue 
of the bonds, he was willing if the 
farther publishing of his record was 
stopped to cancel all his dates aad 
not deliver another speech. 
This 
was before tke Ft. Ripley meeting 
took place and the enthusiastic audi­ 
ence of nearly a hundred were some­ 
what disappointed at the change in 
the programme. Mooersville, which 
was considered dcabtful was found to 
be largely in favor of the scheme and 
will vote that way on election day. 
Mr. True has returned to Brainerd 
as j>er agreement, but Messrs. Flem­ 
ing, 
McClenahan, Stivers, Parker, 
Spalding and others are attending 
the meetings called in each precinct 
and explaining to the people the 
benefits to be derived from the loca­ 
tion here of the Northern Mill Co. 
and the building of the railroad. 
The gentlemen conneoted with the 
enterprise have been here this week 
making preliminary arrangements te 
begin work as soon as the election is 
over as there is no doubt but that the 
people will vote right on Tuesday 
next.

The usual work of a horse is taken 
at 22,500 pounds raised one foot per 
minute for eight hours per day. A 
horse will carry 250 pounds twenty- 
five miles per day of eight hours. An 
average draught horse will draw 1, 
600 pounds twenty-three miles p3r 
day on a level road, weight included. 
The average weight of a horse is 1,000 
pounds, and his strength is equivalent 
to that of five men. 
The greatest amount a horse can 


Cull in a horizontal line is 000 pounds, 
ut he can only do this momentarily; 
in continued exertion probably half 
of this is the limit. He attains his 
growth in live years, will live twenty- 
five, average sixteen years. A horse 
will live twenty-five days on water 
without solid food, seventeen days 
without eating or dr inking, but only 
five days on solid food without drink­ 
ing-

H o w t o S e l e c t a G o o d Cow . 
The following we find in an exchange: 
The head of an extremely good cow 
should be small, as the best milkers 
are fine boned. It should also be long 
and “cut up” under the neck, with a 
dishing face. The neck should be thin 
and comparatively long. The hips 
should be high. The hind legs ot the 
cow th at is best for dairy purposes, 
should be somewhat crooked, and it 
was here that breeders in 
making 
selections, 
often make mistakes by 
preferring cattle with 
a leg quite 
straight up and down behind. There 
should be a slight “sag’ to the belly, 
but the animal should be on the whole 
a little wedge-shaped from back to 
front, the hip being higher than the 
shoulder, and the line from belly to 
brisket inclining upward. 
The tails 
of 
dairy 
cattle 
are 
generally 
of 
pretty 
good 
length, 
with 
a considerable taper. It is important 
in selecting for breeding that all these 
points should be known, it being im­ 
possible to make the best purchases 
by symmetry alone. There are four 
points that should be especially stud­ 
ied, and which serve as infallible indi­ 
cations of milking qualities. First, the 
milk veins, so-called, passing from tne 
forward side of the udder along tVie 
under side of the animal toward the 
front. They are either small or large, 
straight or crooked. Consider the 
size of these veins, for the size is one 
of the infallible tests of a good milker. 
Be careful to see whether the vein is 
double 
or not, for it sometimes 
branches out, and if double, the two 
should be added together, because 
they may be equal to one large vein. 
The veins sometimes form an angle on 
the front side of the udder. This sel­ 
dom occurs, except on a very good 
cow. On calves and fleshy cattle it is 
difficult to find the veins, therefore the 
test can only be applied to cows in 
milking condition. A net work of 
veins on the perineum is a good test 
and indicates milk. The chine, reach­ 
ing from the shoulder half way to the 
hip 
should 
be examined. 
If 
it 
be double, the cow is above the aver­ 
age, sometimes with a single chine is a 
depression into which two fingers can 
be laid, if the animal is not too fat. 
This is good. It indicates a lax phys­ 
ical condition of the animal, and this 
is favorable for either milk or beef.— 
Tournal of Agriculture. 


W h a t W e S h o u l d Do. 
Give the hens liberty so that eggs 
will be strong and fertile. 
Give the sitters proper care and a t­ 
tention. 
Put sulphur in the nests to destroy 
vermin. 
Trap off the rats now or they will 
catch the young chicks later. 
Feed the to-be sitters corn; get them 
fat for the job—it’s a hard one. 
Het eggs from some of the Mediter­ 
ranean or Hamburg class. You want 
hens that can work off corn, 
as all 
farmers feed more corn than anything 
else, and those classes do not get too 
fat to lay when fed corn. There are 
exceptions. 
Get all your flock of one kind; you 
w ill then take mere interest in the hen 
business. 
Go in for eggs. You do not get much 
out of fowls sold to the market unless 
you have a regular trade, and there is 
not one farmer in twenty th at has it. 
You will kill and eat all your surplus 
cockerels. 
Why don’t you build a warm and 
dry house for, say thirty or forty 
hens, then next fall and winter take 
care of them and feed for eggs? Be 
careful not to get too ruany fowls for 
your room; give each fowl eight or 
ten feet square of the space, and if 
convenient let gthem have an extra 
room with six or ten inches of hay 
and oat chaff to work in. 
Do not be afraid to spare the chicks 
a quart or two of milk, as there is 
nothing better for them from two 
days to five years of age, if you keep 
them that long—but probably not. 
Some shipper will come along in Au­ 
gust and give you six to eight cents 
I’er pound for cockerels and hens, and 
away they go. 
I have seen chicks on farms that 
actuallydid not grow to three-quarters 
the size they ought to have been by 
November 1. Now I wish to know 
what a farmer wants of fowls unless 
he can take care of them? Then 
again, “too many fowls for the room. 
You can get more out of ten in a hen­ 
house 10x10 than you can out of 20 
in the same space, with less care and 
trouble. I t’s easy to give advice but 
hard to make 
folks take 'it.—A 
Farmer’s Hon, in 
Country Gentle­ 
man. 


F e e d t or C o w 9 B e f o r e . C a lv in g , 
If a cow is bred to farrow her calf in 
the spring the care she receives during 
the winter lias much to do with her 
usefulness the ensuing season. 
Most 
cows suffer from beittgfed too dry, innu- 
tritious food. Straw and lmy are 
constipating, and this keeps the sys­ 
tem feverish and unhealthy. Corn­ 
stalks are more laxative, and there­ 
fore better, but they must 
bo free 
from smut and aught to be free from 
mildew. An exchange says that the 
cow that is to dropa calf in the spring 
should not be grain-fed, as it is too 
fattening. She should have either 
wheat bran or fine middlings, accord­ 
ing as she is laxafjpe or the reverse. 
The wheat 
bra.* goes 
best 
with 
hay and straw. The middlings with 
a cornstock ration. These will fur­ 
nish plenty of material for the frame­ 
work of the foetus. A week or ten days 
before tha calf is dropped, give the 
cow two or three ears daily, of soft 
corn. Old farmers who have tried 
this say that it is excellent to insure 
easy parturition and freedom from 
caked bag and milk fever afterwards. 
It relieves constipation caused by dry 
feeding all winter, but the plan is easily 
tried and can do no harm :i it does no 
good. If the cow is a deep milker, do 
not let her get fat beforecalving. That 
s the cause of enormous losses, and 
always of the best animals. After 
danger of parturition is past, a gener­ 
ous feed will soon bring the cow up to 
the greatest milk production of which 
she is capable. 


it is it fart that salt plentifully tisedirt 
a hive where they have taken up their 
residence, will cause them to disap­ 
pear. Crates ot honey may be piled 
on the floor in a convenient place, and 
be in no danger from these pests, if 
salt is tirst sprinkled on the floor.— 
Indiana Farmer. 


H o w t o D e s t r o y Ant9. 
Those who are annoyed with ants 
about their hives and honey, should 
remember that they might be gotten 
rid of by the free use of salt. In the 
spring of the year, especially, ants 
will often be found in immense num­ 
bers above the brood-chambers of the 
hives, between and over the honey 
sections. We are not conscious of 
ever having seen a colony of bees that 
we thought were harmed by the ants, 
but certainly no one wants them 
about when it can be prevented. 
If the bees are of any strength, they 
will keep them a way from the honey; 
it is the heat coming from the colony 
of bees that the ants are after, as this 
is a great help in hatching out their 
eggs. Although we have never known 
the idea to be advanced, we are in­ 
clined to the belief that the main 
reason why ants dislike salt, is because 
it is a preservative, and would pre­ 
vent the hatching 
of their eggs. 
Whether this theory is cor rest or not. 


F a r m i n g b y E le c t r ic it y . 
Home of our rising youngjournalists 
are finding food for amusement in a 
bill recently introduced by Senator 
Peffer, of Kansas, providing for the 
establishment of an 
experimental 
station for the purpose of determining 
if electricity can be profitably used 
and applied as a motive power the 
propulsion of farm machinery. Now 
we would like to place ourselves on 
record with the opinion, that if con­ 
gress would make as liberal an appro­ 
priation for this purpose as it did for 
certain idiotic experiments in “rain- 
making” not long ago, which served 
to make that august body the laugh­ 
ing stock of the civilized world, and 
the business could be put in charge of 
some such intelligent and technically- 
trained electrical engineers as those, 
for example, who have within a few 
years revolutionized our methods of 
municipal transportation, the ulti­ 
mate result would not beone whit less 
valuable to the people of the United 
States, than that ol the historic ap­ 
propriation of $30,000 with which 
Morse's experimental telegraph line 
was built from Washington to Balti­ 
more half a century ago. 


U s e t h e Wind. 
There is much force in the wind, at 
many of us know almost too well. A 
wind that blows no man any good is 
a rare one, but a wind that can be 
harnessed and made to do much good 
is more uncommon. There are many 
things on the farm that need a steady 
expenditure of force, such as tilling of 
land and harvesting of crops, and the 
winds may not be able to do this kind 
of work. 
But there 
are, likewise, ! 
many offices that the winds can do, : 
and their good effects may be stored < 
up against a day of calm. The most 
familiar is the pumping of water, and 
windmills are almost 
synonymous 
with pumping. May not the windmill 
as well raise a huge weight, and thusr 
store up power that may be liberated 
when needed? 
The corn sheller, fan* 
ning-niill, buzzsaw, grainmill, 
and 
many other implements requiring a 
steady power could thus be run at 
slight expense. Think of these things, 
and attempt to catch the breeze that 
now blows where it listeth, and make 
it a useful servant. The brain of man 
can do even more than it has thus 
far for the advancement of the farm 
ers.—American Agriculturist. 


A So ilin g E x p e r i m e n t . 
An Iowa bulletin in course of pre­ 
paration, the director says, contains 
the account of a soiling experiment. 
The following are some of the facts to 
be made known: The average cow will 
eat about 75 pounds of green feed a 
day, kept in the stable, with grain 
ration added. That cows fed on oats 
and peas, clover and corn, fed green in 
the stable, in niid-summer, will give 
more milk than when feeding on a 
good blue grass pasture. T hat a 
cow fed on green feed in a stable dark­ 
ened and ventilated, will gain 
in 
weight more than she will in a well 
shaded pasture. That the cow re­ 
sponds as promptly to a well-bal­ 
anced ration of grain while eating 
green feed as she does on dry feed. An 
acre of peas cut green weighed 13.5 
tons. An acre of peas and oats cut 
green weighed 24 tons. An acre of 
corn cut green weighed 33.0 tons. The 
second cut of clover in a drought was 
3.1 tons. It is not necessary to cut 
green feed oftener than twice a week, 
if it is spread to avoid heating. 


F a r m in g W it h o u t Pics. 
A somewhat eccentric farmer which 
we once knew took the thoroughly 
Jew ish view of tlie hog as an unclean 
animal and would neither eat its flesh 
nor have one about his place. Most 
of what usually went to the pig pen 
was given to the poultry. Declaimed 
that his hens laid inoreeggs than they 
would if obliged to travel and feed 
over land contaminated by the hog. 
Our experience has always been that 
a few pigs—at least, enough to eat the 
skim inffk from the dairy and be fat­ 
tened nminly on email apples and po­ 
tatoes—could be kept with scarcely 
any cost. Such pork is sweet and not 
unhealthful. It is the keeping of large 
droves of hogs together, feeding them 
on ground that has been poisoned by 
their excrement that gives rise to dis­ 
eased pork and creates the disliko 
against pork as a food. No other 
animal furnishes so much or so good 
meat for the food it eats as the pig.— 
American Cultivator.

S o m e S h o r t R o w s. 
Sharp plows do much better work, 
besides being much easier on hand 
and team. 
The habit of shying at unusual 
sights and sounds makes a good horse 
unfit for road purposes. In many 
cases this habit is acquired by harsh 
and angry treatment. 
Spring is the time of year that the 
carbolic or kerosene spray or wash 
spray should be freely used for hen 
mites. You can clear the roosts and 
nests by this means. 
One of the most important things 
about farming is to pulverize the 
ground well before planting. Rollers, 
drags and such things should be made 
before they are needed. 
Many farmers do not try a variety of 
crops. By experiment in a small way 
with several crope frequently, a man 
is led into new lines that pay much 
better than the old ones. 
There is no class of stock that can 
be improved so rapidly by a proper 
selection and carelul breeding, or that 
will degenerateso rapidly with neglect, 
as the hog. 
Perfect mutton will be firm and 
juicy, a rather dark red in color, and 
with a good deal of hard, clear, white 
fat, much more in proportion to the 
lean than in beef. 
“The essence of all profitable bee 
keeping,” says Father Langstroth, “is 
contained in the golden rule, ‘Keep 
your stocks strong.’ If you can not 
succeed in doing this, the more money 
you invest in bees the heavier will be 
your losses.” 
It is a common saying and probably 
true that more is wasted on the farm 
than in any other business. Yet it is 
also said that more farmers succeed 
than men in commercial life. Now, if 
all the wastes were stopped, what 
would be the result? 
Ap Indiana farmer estimates the 
cost of cultivating an acre of cabbage 
at $10.50, and the cost of hauling, 
etc., at $7, total $17.50. The aver­ 
age value is $37.50, leaving the net 
profit per acre $20.50. 
Keep no horse, cow or sheeep with 
small, contracted nostrils. They are 
one of the best indicators of the vi­ 
tality and serviceability to be found. 
A large, full, open nostril is sure evi­ 
dence of the free use of the lungs, and 
this means better blood and more of 
it.

The community was shocked on 
Wednesday morning to learn that 
Mrs. J. J. Frost had taken her own 
life the night previous.

The man went to the barn and 
hitched up the team and as he came 
by the house from the barn he saw the 
lady through the door and noticed 
she had disrobed and was in her 
night-clothes, she calling to him to 
hurry and if the train had not gone to 
bring Mr. Frost back also. 
The man 
was frightened and drove like the 
wind going direct to Mr. Kelehan's 
residence and delivering the message. 
Mrs. Kelehan immediately started and 
being alarmed she left a call for Dr. 
Camp to come immediately to the 
homo of Mrs. Frost. 
Before they 
reached the place they could hear 
moans, and on arriving they found 
the lady in the agonies of death from a 
dose of carbolic acid which she had 
taken, but beyond all human aid. 
Before retiring to her death-bed Mrs. 
Frost poured the deadly drug out in a 
table spoon, taking the bottle aad after 
carefully covering it with a napkin 
threw it in the closet, and laying her 
clothiDg in a convenient place she 
took her position in the bed, and with 
her husband’s picture in her arms she 
administered the deadly drug which 
immediately took effect. 
She was 
unconscious when her friends arrived 
but did not die until about 12 o’clock. 
No word or note of any description 
was left to indicate why the rash deed 
was committed. Mr. Frost was reach­ 
ed by telegraph and returned on 
Wednesday night. 
Mr. P. Potvin, of 
Minneapolis, Mrs. Frost’s father, ar­ 
rived in the city Wednesday evening 
to attend the funeral which takes 
place this afternoon at 2 o’cleck from 
the Baptist church. 
The deceased had a large circle of 
friends who were grieved to learn of 
the terrible circumstance and in fact 
the entire community was shocked 
over the sad and unfortunate affair.

The public naturally look 
to the grand army poets to take the 
initiative steps in arranging details, 
not with the assumption that the

of 
those 
organizations 
throughout the country were the only 
ones concerned, but by general con­ 
sent the leadership has been assigned 
to the survivors of the late war in 
these matters, the day on which every 
loyai citizen of America mourns the 
loss of the men who gave their lives 
up in its defense.

agents, and in accordance with the 
contracts, but Mr. Ruffee thinks that 
these men oppose him from the fact 
that they are afraid his administration 
of affairs would not be favorable to 
them.
